T ak e a pleoe of white organdie with 
a large pink rose In i t

Inches long, the e xtr e m e width 7 ’^ , 
sloping to 6 Inches across the fold 
or center. 
Cut a lining of ptnk m e r ­ 
cerized or silk the s a m e size. 
Haste 
lining to outside smoothly along the 
edge. 
Cut a piece of organdie and
